Kfirs debut tomorrow at French air show

PARIS. — A pair of Kfir fighter* 
bombers made their first inter* 
national appearance yesterday, lan- 
ding here after A tour-and-a-half 
hour flight from Israel at the start of 
the French air salon, which opens at 
Le Bom-get Airport tomorrow. 

Israel Aircraft Industries' chief 
test pilot Danny Shapiro and Aaher 
Bin-Nun were at the controls of the 
Kfirs, both of the C-2 type. They 
broke their Journey to refuel at Brin- 
disi, Italy. 

Shapiro, a retired Air Force pilot, 
told The Jerusalem Post: “The flight 
went very well. But we got here an ' 
hour behind schedule because of a 
100 -knot headwind all the way from 


Israel.” 

An Arava short take-off transport 
plane equipped with winglets also 
flew in to Le Bourget to take part In 
the French show, the world's biggest 
aviation market. 

There was no ceremonial welcome 
to mark the Kfir's first venture out- 
side the Middle East. But two dozen 
reporters and photographers vied 
for front-row positions to film and in- 
: terview the pilots within minutes of 
touch-down. 

• The Kfirrare painted, with stan- 
dard Israel Air Force camouflage 
ma rking s and Stars of David with 
the name of Israel Aircraft In- 
dustries displayed on their 
fuselages. 

One of the two aircraft will make 


dally display flights, while the other 
will remain on display. 

The Kfirs carried basic weapons 
stores for their flight along the 
Mediterranean, up the Adriatic and 
over the Alps into France. A Boeing 
transport brought spares and a full 
range of armaments, which wiH be 
displayed with the aircraft during 
theLe Bourget show. 

The Kfir is certain to attract much 
attention from .potential customers 
here, at a time when the Austrian 
government Is. in the proc'ess of 
deciding whether to buy the aircraft

Alignment nowa ‘fighting opposition’

Alignment leaders, resigned to the 
Idea that government power will 
toon slip out of their hands, told 
President Ephraim Katzir yesterday 
that they would become a "proud 
and fighting opposition” in the Ninth 
Knesset. 

Commerce and Industry Minister 
Halm Bar-Lev, MKs Shoahana 
Artacii-AlmosUno, Chayka Grossman 
and Mo she Sh&hal, and MK-elect 
Ellahu Spelser, met with the Presi- 
dent behind closed doom for nearly,. 
90 minutes — about the same time 
that Likud leaders needed on Mon- 
day to propose Men ahem Begin far 
the premiership. 

After hearing from Bar-Lev of 
Alignment support for the tradition 


that the head of the largest party be 
Invited first to form a government. 
Prof. Katzir asked if that meant the 
Alignment was not proposing its own 
candida t e. Bar-Lev responded, "At 
this stage, we are not." 

Much of the discussion, according 
to one MK, was centred on why the 
party did so badly ta the election and 
how it would rebuild Itself In the 
coming years. Bar-Lev told the 
President that 480,000 citizens voted 
tor the Alignment and were thus en- 
titled to have their views 
represented faithfully in the new 
Knesset. The party will continue to 
fight, he said, for peace with security 
and for controlled inflation that 
would not Increase unemployment, 

The minister told rep ca te rs later, 
"There are things In this country 


besides the- Knesset — we have 
settlements and hundreds of 
thousands of people who see eye-to- 
eye with us. We hope to mobilize 
these forces behind us." 

The Alignment, asserted Bar-Lev, 
is not in the process of assembling a 
coalition of parties to topple the 
Likud, but it 1s Interested in making 
contacts with newer parties that 
may be Interested in cooperating as 
an opposition. 

Arbeli admitted that her party's 
loss was a great disappointment and 
a "heavy blow," but she hoped the 
Labour Cbmmittee, of which she was 
chairman in the Eighth Knesset, will 
continue to be controlled by the 
Alignment in the new Knesset. "We 
have Interests there." she said, ad- . 
ding that she didn't know who would 
he committee chairman. 


Peres: B-G’s name is carried as chattel 


TEL AVIV (Itlm). — "Ctae may 
choose whatever party he likes, hut 
he may not -cany with him like 
chattel the name and the heritage of 
Bea-Gurioa," Defence Mlniater 
Shimon Perea said yesterday at a 
meeting of the Ben-Gurion Circle of 
the Labour Party. 

He said he would refrain from 
criticising Likud leader Menahem 
Begin and "him who Joined him from 
the Labour Party." Nevertheless he 
did make a number of • sharp 
references to Mo she Dayan's action. 

"There are those who perceive 
Ben -Guidon's doctrine as a doctrine 
of success, and when the success 
comes to an end so does the doctrine.

not to jump from tree to tree." 

Peres said it might be a good thing 
for the country to get a taste of the 
Likud alternative. "After it does so. 
I'm not sure it will do it again.** It 
was possible to change the govern- 
ment, he said, but not the world. 

This was the moment of truth for 
fte Labour Party. Peres said. The 
party had been dealt a blow, but not 
its historic way. Ben-Gurion’a way 
had never been that of Jabotinsky, 
and "let them not try to describe 


Jabotinsky ’s way as though it were 
that of Ben-Gurion." 

Ben-Gorion’s way was realistic.

— Jerusalem Mayor 
Teddy BTdllek suggested yesterday 
that "a majority " of Israelis would 
be willing to negotiate a withdrawal 
from Judea and Samaria In ex- 
change for real peace, despite the 
outcome of the recent Israel elec- 
tions. But he Insisted that “there is 
no one who la ready to give up 

Jerusalem.” 

Addressing the Overseas Writers 
Club, the mayor also expressed the 
opinion that the Likud victory will 
not affect Jerusalem's policy of 
"reasonable tolerance” toward the 


city’s Arab minority. 

*‘I have no reason to believe that 
Mr. Begin will try to change this 
policy of reasonable tolerance in 
Jerusalem,” Kbllek said. He noted 
that any change in this policy would 
be "against the will of the people” In • 
Jerusalem. 

Kollek is in Washington for 
ceremonies marking the 10 th an- 
niversary of the city's reunification 
after the 1987 Six-Day War. He was 
expected to meet last_ night with 
national security adviser Zbigniew 
Brzczinski. 


Fahmy: Inevitable that oil will be our weapon 


BEIRUT (UPI). - Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Ismail Fahmy said 
In an interview published yesterday 
it was "inevitable" that ofl would be 
used os a weapon in the event of a 
fifth Arab- Israeli war. 

(This contradicts Saudi 
assurances gives to U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter last week by Grown 
Prince Fahd,) 

Fahmy also told the pro-Syrian 
daily "AJ-Shark" that other Arab 
states besides Egypt and Syria 
. would commit troops to battle. 

“The use of oil is Inevitable." hie 
said. "The Arab states most use all 
or their potential." 

" Fahmy predicted that the Arab 
- stales would stand "as one man" 


against Israel and not content 
themselves with watching “Egypt 
and Syria throw their dearest eons 
into the battle.” 

He said that Egypt preferred a 
peaceful resolution at the Arab- 
IsraeU conflict; but that, if peace in- 
itiatives failed, "what was taken 
away by force can only be recovered 
by force.” 

The Egyptian foreign minister 
said that Arab heads of state would 
be bottling regular strategy sessions, 
such as the meeting in Riyadh- is 
days ago. 

'In Riyadh. Egyptian President 
Anwar. Sadat met with Saudi King 
KhaJed and Syrian President Hafez 
Aasad. Fahmy said. there was 
."nothing to stop" Jordan's King 


Hussein from attending such 
sessions and that the Palestine 
Liberation Organization should at- 
tend as well. 

Another key component In Arab 
strategy is repairing the badly 
strained relations between Egypt 
and the Soviet Union, since Egypt's 
armed forces are almost entirely 
Soviet equipped. 

Fahmy said he planned to meet 
with Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Ghromyko on June 9. 

The American, magazine “Avia- 
tion Week*' recently estimated half 
Of Egypt's roughly 600 jet fighters 
were out of commission. Some 100 
Egyptian Air Force Mlg fighters are 
now in the Soviet Union for repairs. 
It said. 


DMC, Likud to resume 
talks: Dayan still ‘open’ 


SALISBURY .(Reuter). — 
Rhodesia’s military chief, General 
Peter Walls, yesterday said his 
forces on an anttguerriHa strike mis- 
sion inside Mozambique had seized 
the town of Mapai,' 79 km. from the 
Rhodesian herder. 

Gen. Walls told a news conference 
that Rhodesian troops, who thrust 
into Mozambique at dawn on Sun- 
day, would stay in the neighbouring 
country “until terrorists have been 
eliminated from the area." 

He said Mapai, on the Limpopo 
River southeast of the Rhodesian 
border town of Vfla Salazar, had 
been In Rhodesian hands since early 
Monday. 

“Troops will be withdrawn from 
Mozambique as soon as they have 
completed their task of eliminating 
Zanla (Zimbabwe Liberation Army) 
terrorists from the area in question, 
and destroying or removing arms, 
ammunition or equip in sit dumps or 
caches." he said. 

There ware no civilians in Mapai 
when Rhodesian forces entered, he 
said. 

There were no immediate es- 
timates on the population of Mapai, 
but it is believed to be the biggest 
centre between the Rhodesian 
border and the Mozambique capital 
of Maputo, further southeast. 

Gen. Walls said a main guerrilla 
camp outside the town was the 
logistical and supply centre for the 
Mozambique province of Gaza. The 
base was among the tour smashed 
by the Rhodesians, he added. 

Gen. Walls said the Rhodesian 
troops, hunting down black 
nationalist guerrillas fighting to 
overthrow the white minority 
regime here, had encountered little 
resistance on their advance Into 
Mozambique — one of five Black 
African “front-line" states in the 
Rhodesian conflict. 

The. Rhodesians, supported by air 
cover, had overrun and destroyed 
four guerrilla bases since 
Sunday and had killed at least 32 of 
their enemy, he said. 

The Rhodesians suffered "only 
light casualties,” — not one fatality 
to date — and no aircraft lost. 

Be said he was not disappointed 
with the results of the attack, but had 
hoped his men would have killed 
“ hundreds" of guerrillas. 

Intelligence reports had indicated 
the presence of a much bigger 
guerrilla force than had been found. 
He said it was believed the guerrillas 
had scattered as the Rhodesian 
forces approached. 

Gen. Walls said Rhodesian forces 
had not so far clashed with Mozam- 
bique government troops. If there 
was a confrontation, he said, Rhode- 
sian commanders In the field would 
deal with it “as they see fit." "It Is 
not our intention to go to war with 
Freilmo," he declared. Frellmo is 
the army of the Mozambique govern- 
ment ... .. 

' ?te commtlurifcr »<*im i£s «i — 
a mixed force of regulars and reser- 
vists, black and white — would re- 
main in Mozambique "until their 
task la completed." 

He said this meant the elimination 
of guerrilla elements in the area 
across the border from Rhodesia's 
troubled southeastern region, code- 
named “Operation Repulse" by the* 
Rhodesian Army. 


Allon tells 
Lewis of 
concern on 
U.S. stance

Foreign Minister Yigal Allon 
yesterday summoned U.S. Am- 
bassador Samuel Lewis to a meeting 

in Jerusalem in which Allon express- I 
ed Israel's concern at recent 
statements by President Jimmy 
Garter which hinted that Israeli con- 
cessions beyond the outlines of UN 
Security Council Resolutions 242 and 
338 are conditions for Middle East 
peace. 

Israel’s concern about Carter's 
statements, which were debated In 
the last cabinet meeting, centres on 
Carter’s inclusion of recommen- 
dations contained in 30-year-old 
General Assembly documents such 
as compensation for Palestinian 
refugees. 

Carter’s statements on a Palesti- 
nian “homeland," an issue which 
was not mentioned in the UN 
documents, on almost complete 
withdrawal to pre-1967 borders also 
worry Israeli officials. 

After the meeting the Foreign 
Ministry spokesman said Am- 
bassador Lewis had assured Allon he 
would relay the Israeli concern to 
Washington. The spokesman said 
Lewis also told Allon that only the 
two Security Council resolutions 
formed the framework acceptable 
by both the U.S. and Israel for 
progress towards peace in the Mid- 
dle East. 

Lewis pointed out that this had 
been stressed in the memorandum of 
understanding signed by the U.S. 
and Israel within the framework of 
the Israel-Egypt interim agreement 
under which Israel carried out Its se- 
cond withdrawal in the Sinai in 1975. 

The spokesman said Allon had told 
‘ Lewis that the addition of new prin- 
ciples In recent statements by 
American leaders would lead to a 
hardening of Arab attitudes in peace 
negotiations. 


Uzan to Rumania 

BEN-GURION AIRPORT lltim). - 
Agriculture Minister Aharon Uzan 
left here yesterday tor a two- week 
visit to Rumania during which he 
will sign an agricultural cooperation 
agreement with his hosts. 

Uzan is returning a visit by the 
Rumanian agriculture minister. He 
will also see how the first Israeli- 
Rnmanlan agricultural agreement 
— signed between the two countries 
two years ago — is being executed in . 
Rumania.

TEL AVIV. — The Democratic 
Movement for Change yesterday 
evening decided to resume coalition 
. negotiations with the LUqud. broken 
off over the latter's nomination of 
Mo she Dayan last Thursday to the 
post of foreign minister. 

The DMC decision followed an 1 ex- 
change of letters between its leader. 
Prof, Yigael Yodin, and the Likud's 
candidate for prime minister, 
Menahem Begin.. 

Begin, who replied to Yadin's re- 
quest for "clarification," did not 
Cancel the Dayan nomination but 
said that the distribution of port- 
folios and other Issues were open to ’ 
negotiation “without exception." 

The DMC leaders, who conferred 
here for three hours yesterday even- 
ing, dispatched a letter to Begin 
agreeing to resumption of 
negotiations. 

Begin yesterday rejected Yadin's 
complaint that he had "appointed" 
former defence minister Dayan to be 
foreign minister. 

Many DMC leaders, who hold 
Dayan responsible for the short- 
comings exposed in the Yom Kippur 
War, felt slighted by what Yadin 
described as a "unilateral step, and 
a fait accompli. " They also com- 
plained that Begin 's move was not 
the way to hold negotiations with a 
prospective coalition partner. 

Begin, in his reply to Yadin yester- 
day, said: “There is no basis" to the 
complaint. The Likud leader quoted 
his bloc’s announcement that Begin 
had "offered" Dayan the post and 
that Dayan had "accepted It in prin- 
ciple.” 

Begin went on to quote the Likud 
Executive's statement on Sunday, 
which was a compromise between 
the He rut and La 'am factions, which 
supported the nomination, and the 
Liberals, who opposed it. The 
Liberals interpreted the resolution 
as meaning the nomination was 
"Begin's proposal only,” but the 
other side claimed the nomination 
still stood. 

In his letter to Begin on Monday, 
Yadin wrote that the conflicting ex- 
planations did not clarify the Likud's 
policy. Begin replied : "This decision 
speaks for itself. It needs no ex- 
planation." He added: “I will bring 
my proposals to the Likud Executive 
for approval.” 

The Liberals interpreted thin as 
meaning that the nomination Is not 
final. In fact, however, the Likud Ex- 
ecutive last week endorsed Begin's 
offer. 

Begin went on to suggest that the 
DMC should not intervene in this 
issue : JT will d efinitely not interv ene 
In (our coalition) partners' ... choice 
of their ministers ... Each of them 
will decide on its representatives in 
the government; and it doesn't even 
enter my mind to oppose them. to 
take exception to them, or to request 
their replacement. I hope ... this will 
' he the attitude of all the coalition 
partners.” 

'But fie immediately followed tnis 
statement by saying: "According to 
these democratic principles, we will 
discuss in complete freedom the 
composition of the joint government, 
its guidelines, the distribution of 
roles there — without exception." 

The DMC secretariat and' Knesset 
faction met here at 4 p.m. to discuss 
Begin's letter. 

In the two-hour debate only MK- 
designate Shmuel Toledano urged 
breaking off negotiations. He saw no 
substantial change and doubted 
whether "we will be able to change 
anything" in such a cabinet. 

Amnon Rubinstein also had reser- 
vations. Begin's statement that 
partners in the coalition not interfere 
with one another’s choice of its 
representatives to the Knesset 
means there will be fief do ms and 
each party can do as It pleases. This 
should be opposed, he declared. 

But Melr Zorea said the clause ex- 
pressing readiness to negotiate all 
Issues “without exception," and the 
claim that there was no justification 
to suspend the talks, mean that “we 
have been satisfied." he said. 

“ We're not entering the government, 
but negotiations," Zorea added. He 
also argued it is important to form a 
government quickly. 

Boaz Nahir said the DMC must 
raise all its demands in the 
negotiations. Before the vote 
Toledano came round to the majori- 
ty view, and Rubinstein's exceptions 


were noted in Yadin’s letter, which 
was unanimously endorsed in a sub- 
sequent hour-long debate among the 
members of the DMC negotiating 
team. 

Yadin's letter, which was 
delivered to Begin by the DMC 
spokesman, started off by stating he 
opposes some of the Likud leader's 
claims, but does not want to go into a 
prolonged debate on them. He 
nevertheless indicated the DMC may 
not join a cabinet in which Dayan 
would be foreign mlniater. 

"Although, usually, in a coalition 
regime.. .every party can decide for 
itself how to staff the ministries it is 
responsible for, there are also some 
exceptions," Yadin wrote. In such 
cases "one party has a right, and 
even a duty. ..to take such ap- 
pointments into account when it 
decides whether or not to support a 
proposed government." 

But Yadin wrote that he believed 
the key sentence was Begin's 
readiness to discuss portfolios and 
guidelines without exception, and 
said that, "under these cir- 
cumstances I've been authorized... to 
inform you that, our substantial 
differences on’ rf Important issues 
notwithstanding, we agree to renew 
the talks..,. " 

The Liberals' leader, Simha 
Ehrlich, Insisted at a press con- 
ference yesterday there were no 
decisions on who would be minister. 
The Likud negotiating committee 
will start discussing these matters 
today or tomorrow, and its proposals 
will be brought to the parties com- 
prising the Likud for approval, he 
said. 


Ehrlich said he believed the key 
for ministerial positions should be 
one cabinet portfolio for every five 
Knesset seats. Thus, if the coalition 
should rest on 75 Knesset members, 
there will be 15 ministers — "no 
more," he declared. 

Ehrlich insisted that the Likud had 
not decided yet which portfolios it 
will keep for itself. Earlier, a Likud 
MK told this reporter that his bloc 
wanted to hold on to defence, foreign 
affairs, finance, and the 

premiership. Ehrlich said: "There is 
such a view in the Likud," but added 
It is not “the law Moses received in 
Sinai." and the Likud is open to 
suggestions. 

Ehrlich said his bloc will be guided 
by the demands of the coalition 
partners, but Intra-Likud problems 
will be examined In the light of 
national interests. He said there will 
be three Liberal Party ministers, but 
be did not name them. 

Ehrlich said he did not know 
wbether Begin would Insist on 
Dayan's appointment. Nor did he 
know whether MK-designate Ariel 
Sharon would be a minister. 
(Ehrlich had opposed Sharon’s join- 
ing the Likud before the list of 
Knesset candidates was presented to 
the Central Elections Committee, 
but subsequently he made up with 
Sharon. Yesterday he said he has no 
"personal objection*' to seeing 
Sharon at the cabinet tabled > 

He denied having offered Arye 
Dulzin the post of foreign minister, 
as Dulzin has claimed. Ehrlich said 
he had merely expressed his opinion 
in a “friendly" conversation with 
Dulzin. 


Yadin won’t join coalition 
unless he gets foreign affairs

The Democratic Movement for 
Change will agree to join a Likud-led 
government coalition only if it gets 
one of the four key portfolios — 
namely the Foreign Ministry. This 
was stated last night by DMC leader 
Prof. Yigael Yadin in an Interview 
on TV's “Mbked" in which he stress- 
ed that his party — presumably 
Prof. Yadin himself — should have 
the foreign affairs portfolio to be 
able to influence government policy 
effectively. 

"It is vital far us to get the Fbreign 
Ministry." he explained, “because 
Moshe Dayan is very close to the 
political views of the Likud. One has 
to see the proposal to appoint him 
foreign minister in the context of 
policy-making by the next 
government,” Yadin said, adding 
that with Dayan In such a key posi- 
tion together with the Likud 
‘ leadership the question would arise 
to what extent the DMCs share in 
government responsibility could 
really be effective. 

' ■ V. t ua c being uigeci to join a 
Likud-led government because our 
views are different from theirs and it 
is for this reason that we must have a 
position of decisive Influence In such 
a cabinet. By the same token that 
public pressure is applied on us to 
join the government, similar 
pressure should also be applied on 
the Likud to come to terms,” he said. 

Yadin agreed that there was a 
wide gap between the DMC and the 
Likud on foreign and security policy 
and that was also why this was the 
first item on the agenda of their 
coalition talks. 

"We will not tell the Likud to give 
up its ideology, because this would 
be like telling someone to give up hie 
religion. They say there should be 
Israel sovereignty between the sea 
and the River Jordan, and we say 
there should be territorial com- 
promise for peace; but the question 
is what happens until them, what do 
we do within the next year or two?" 

"The Likud has already sold that 
they will not apply Israel law to the 
administered areas while there are 
negotiations with the Arabs. We are 
not opposed to settlements In the 
areas." he explained, as long as they 
are for security reasons. Tills is why 
we support new settlements in the 
Jordan Rift. Even with the Likud, 
basic principles of the new govern- 
ment will probably say that 
settlements can be established only 
by government decision." he said. 


Yadin recalled that the only 
cabinet post for which he had ever 
offered himself was after the 1973 
Yam Kippur War when he suggested 
that he Join the government (then 
headed by Galda Melr) as minister 
for peace negotiations. He denied 
that he himself had suggested to be 
in charge of welfare or domestic af- 
fairs in a new government, although 
the DMC had put major emphasis on 
these issues in its election campaign. 

The DMC will not join the new 
government "at an}’ price." he said, 
but could form a coalition with the 
Likud as long as its owt. . policy was 
not be contradicted. 

Yadin stressed that the DMC will 
insist on preparing legi lotion for 
electoral reform within the next two 
years and will then do everything In 
its power to Implement such a 
reform, which is the only chance to 
change the country's regime. Ke 
realized at the same time that the 
Likud would be reluctant le go :o the 
polls again after two years, r nyy • » 
took them 2? years t.'cnr.jv .o, J

that the commission’s report was un- 
animous and that he £ nit r?*— ri 
one bit of any of lit f ,a£.r;?.

Yadin ruled out the possibility of 
forming a coalition together with the 
Labour Alignment and the National 
Religious Party, saying that it was 
only right that the largest Knesset 
faction should be invited to form the 
new government, as even the Align- 
ment proposed yesterday to the 
President.

Agudat Yisrael lays down demands to Likud

TEL AVIV. — Agudat Yisrael and 
the Likud held their first meeting 
here yesterday, and representatives 
for the ultra-religious party spelled 
out their basic demands. 

They said girls should not be 
drafted into the army. Those who 
request exemption from army ser- 
vice on grounds that they are 
religious should not be subjected to 
examination by a board. 

The black-clad Orthodox leaders 
complained that boys and girls 
shared accommodation in military 
camps and girl soldiers’ skirts were 
too short. 

They demanded that autopsies be 
made only with the families’ consent 
and that the number of permits to 
work on the Sabbath be cut. MK 
Shlomo Ya’acov Gross said 
employees in some military in- 
dustries may have to work on the 
Sabbath, but there is no justification 
to issue similar permits for textile 
plants. Port workers sometimes 
work slowly on Fridays in order to 
create a backlog so they could get 
overtime pay on Saturdays, he 
claimed. 

The Aguda delegation also asked 
that "pornographic pictures" be 
banned from billboards, and that 
censorship of films displaying sex 
•and violence be tightened, because 


they have a had influence on the 
youth. 

The Likud team did not react to the 
Aguda -demands, partly because It 
was Involved in the Likud Executive 
meeting which discussed Begin's 
reply to Yigael Yadin. They schedul- 
ed another meeting for next week. 

But Ezer Welzman. who Is likely to 
be the next defence minister, said 
that as far as he was con- 
cerned. shared accommodations and 
the length of skirts was not a 
religious issue but a breach of 
military discipline. Discipline is 
poor, he declared, and he will change 
“soldiers' concepts of what army life 
and discipline are.” a Likud partici- 
pant reported. 

Weizman reiterated what he had 
told the National. Religious Party on 
Sunday: non-religious girls should 
be drafted, but procedures for dis- 
charging the religious ones will be 
simplified. 

MK Rabbi Shlomo Lorlncz told 
The Post later he was “pleased” to 
hear Weizman's statement, but 
"that's not enough." 

“If our values are met — we could 
support the government even 
without getting a seat in the 
cabinet." Lorlncz said. “But should 
they net meet them — they can offer 
us even four cabinet portfolios and 
we won" support the government,” 
he added. (There are four Aguda

The Agudat Yisrael team told the 
Likud they were not demanding 
changes in legislation, only enfor- 
cing existing laws.

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Rumours fly 
on delaying 
Histadrut 
elections

TEL AVIV. — The Likud's Ezer 
Weizman yesterday announced that 
Defence Minister Shimon Peres had 
approached him on behalf of the 
Labour Party to seek the Likud's 
agreement on postponing the 
Histadrut elections, which are slated 
for June 21. 

Peres, however, denied Welz- 
rn ail's statement, saying that his call 
was merely to check rumours that the 
Likud wanted the elections post- 
poned. 

Yesterday's dispute arose just 24 
hours before all lists for the 
Hlstradut elections must be sub- 
mitted. The lists are to be presented 
today between noon and 8 p.m. 

A Likud spokesman yesterday 
speculated that Labour might want a 
postponement of the elections, both 
to have time to consider Yeruham 
MesheJ as the head of its list and to 
allow the Likud government to come 
into being so that Labour could 
sbape its tactics against it. 

Shmuel Bah at of Labour, however, 
said the Likud would benefit from 
postponing the elections because "it 
would give them time to finish for- 
ming the government first and it 
would leave fewer options for Yigael

Yadin (leading candidate of the 
Democratic Movement for 
Change)." 

Bahat, incidentally. Is not pleased 
with the Labour list. He had propos- 
ed that former ministers be placed 
at the top of the list, along with 
Knesset members, to show the voter 
that the party is putting its best peo- 
ple Into the Histadrut. When his 
proposal was rejected, he asked to 
be put in the 100 th place on the list to 
show his protest. 

Gideon Ben-Ylsrael, who is In 
charge of the information campaign 
in the party's election team, praised 
the list. He noted that 50 per cent of 
the people in realistic places on the 
list are representatives of works 
committees. Hie described this as "a 
revolution." 


He . also said he knows of many 
voters who voted for the Likud or for 
other parties In the Knesset elections 
but are "coming back" to the Labour 
Party in the Histadrut elections 
because the issues here are matters 
of working conditions and living 
standards rather than broad 
national questions.

kinds of people. The head of our list, 
David' Levy, was a construction 
worker until be was elected to the 
Knesset. That was 10 or 12 years ago, 
not 40.” 

Yehuda Sha'ari has been selected 
to head the joint list of the Indepen- 
dent 'Liberals and the Civil Rights 
Movement. 

The candidates will be competing 
for 1,501 seats at the 13th Histadrut 
convention, which in. turn will elect 
the Histadrut Council, and that body 
will elect the Histadrut Executive. 

The proportion of convention seats 
received by each party dictates the 
party’s proportional weight in the 
council, executive and Histadrut 
Central Committee, which is formed 
on a coalition liasis similar to that on 
which the government is formed.

Most of the West Bank mayors ex- 
cept for Freij, who has served for 
many years, have expressed support 
for the PLO.

JUSTICES SCORE TRIAL BY MEDIA 

Supreme Court denies Siboni appeals 


The Supreme Court yesterday 
sharply criticized the commucatlons 
media for finding accused persons 
guilty before they have had their day 
in court. 

The occasion for the court's com- 
ments was its ruling on the appeal of 
Albert Siboni of Mevasseret 
Yerushalayim. The court partly 
accepted the appeal on Siboni's con- 
viction, but rejected his appeal 
against the severity of the sentence. 
Siboni was sentenced In April 1976 to 
six months in jail, a one-year 
suspended sentence, and a fine of 
IL5.000. 

The court also rejected the appeal 
of the state attorney against the 
leniency of the sentence. 

Siboni was found guilty of beating 
Plnhas Plnhasl, also of Mevasseret, 
Into handing over a building-block 
machine free of charge. In addition, 
Siboni called Pinhasi a few days 
after the extortion and demanded 
IL5.000, threatening: ‘Til make you 
a cripple for life and I'll rape your 
daughter before your eyes." 

At the time the case was aired in 
the Knesset, and a "Nikvd Rosh" 
television programme depicting ex- 
tortion in the Wild West was cancell- 
ed by the Broadcasting Authority on 
the grounds that it was a parody of 
the Siboni case. 

Justice Alfred Witkon said at the 
beginning -of his judgment that he 
was greatly concerned that the at- 
mosphere created by the shapers of 
public opinion made it difficult for 
the court to reach a just verdict. The 


media had pointed to the Siboni af- 
fair as an Indication of a new style of 
violence and intimidation in Israel. ' 

There was danger that the sanc- 
tified rule that a person is regarded 
as innocent until proven guilty would 
become an empty phrase. 

“Today," Justice Witkon con- 
tinued, “I am not prepared to say (as 
I once Aid) that this danger does not 
lie in wait for a judge -whose profes- 
sion and craft is adjudication. I am 
filled with trepidation. We must 
judge the case before us, whether 
leniently or severely, according to 
its circumstances, without regard to 
anything else." 

As to Siboni’s conviction, Justice 
Witkon said that in Pinhasi's 
testimony he had found no basis for 
the prosecution's argument that 
Siboni had demanded the building- 
block machine as a condition for not 
carrying out his threats. Hence, 
Siboni could not be convicted of 
aggravated extortion, but only of the 
lesser crime of extortion. 
Nevertheless, he said, the sentence 
handed down by the district court 
was proper. 

Justice Shlomo Ascher agreed 
with Justice Witkon as to the danger 
of creating a hostile public opinion 
against an accused before his trial. 
But be took issue with his colleague 
on the weight to be attached to 
Pinhasi's statement to the police, 
which he did not repeat in court. 
Since Pinhasi had submitted to the 
court a sworn statement that he had 
told the police interrogators the 


truth, that should be accepted. 

The court could not close its eyes, 
he said, to the grave phenomenon of 
pressure and threats being 
employed against complainants and 
witnesses in an effort to get them to 
change their testimony. 

In the present case, Justice Ascher 
said, there were clear signs that 
pressure had been put on Pinhasi to 
retract the statement he had made to 
the police. "I do not believe that we 
should encourage those who exert 
such pressure by laying down 
judicial norms that Ignore reality.” 

Were it not for the wording of the 
law that did not enable Siboni's con- 
viction for aggravated extortion, he 
would have been in favour of accep- 
ting the state's appeal against the 
leniency of the sentence. (Itlm)

500 -year-old Tora given to Israel Museum

Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
presented Jerusalem's Israel 
Museum yesterday with a Judaic 
treasure — a 500-year-old Moroccan 
Tora scroll that he was given recent- 
ly by an anonymous donor. 

“I’m please to be a shaliah mitsva 
lan emissary on a pious mission)." 
he said, wearing a black skullcap, as 
the glass-encased scroll was unveil- 
ed at a ceremony in the museum. “It 
Is a symbol of the Jewish faith and 
traditlon...Bringing It to the museum 
is a great privilege." 

The deerskin parchment inscribed 
with the Five Books of Moses in 
square-shaped letters originated In 
the village of Debdou in eastern 
Morocco. Brown with age yet legi- 
ble, the scroll was presented to the 
prime minister several months ago 
along with ornamented wooden 
rollers, silver pointers and an em- 
broidered velvet cover. 

No details on who the Moroccan 
donor was or where he met Rabin 
were disclosed. But the original 
owner of the Tora Is apparently a 
person of high standing in the coun- 
try. The premier decided 
"immediately" that the scroll should 
be given to the museum. The acquisi- 
tion is the institution’s oldest scroll 
of the law. valued at ILiOO.OOO and 
upwards.

The Histadrut has refused to 
recognize the works co mm ittee of 
the civil flight controllers, saying 
they must find their representation 
within the union of all airport 
workers. 

Yesterday, there was no contact 
between the civil flight controllers 
and. either the Histadrut or the 
Ministry of Transport. 


Discovery of ancient soil may 
increase farm area in Arava 


Special to Jerusalem Post 
Scientists at the Hebrew Univer- 
sity's Faculty, of Agriculture in 
Rehovot have discovered ancient 
soil in the Arava that may be used to 
expand the arable area in the region. 
The scientists found exposed layers 
of 30-million-year-old soil, from the 
Neogenlc and Eocene periods, which 
is suitable for agriculture. 

The research team, headed by 
Abraham Amiel and Jerzy Navrot, 
who ascertained that the soil was 
suited far agricultural crops, es- 
timate the soil is enough to cover 
thousands of dunams of land in the 
Arava, thereby appreciably expan- 
ding agriculture in the region. 

The Arava is known for its 
climatic features, and winters are 
especially good for growing 
vegetables for export. 

Hie main factor delaying further 
development of settlements and es- 
tablishment of new ones in the region 
Is lack of arable land. Most of the 
Arava soils are composed of coarse 


pebbled alluvium, naHna gypsum- 
filled soil, and extremely limy soil. 
Some settlements already bring 
earth from other areas to enlarge 
'their soil acreage, but the quantity of 
such earth is limited. 

According to geological literature, 
the Arava in ancient times had a 
rainy tropical or subtropical 
climate. That era left in its wake red 
dirt which is undoubtedly derived 
from ancient soil. The discovery at 
ancient soil is a major step towards 
overcoming the shortage of arable 
land in the Arava. The soil dis- 
covered has a concentration of about 
50 per cent clay, which is thought in 
Israel to hie responsible for the lack 
of soil aeration and for excess salini- 
ty. However, it was found that the 
day in the ancient soil is of the 
kaolin variety, known for Us 
beneficial qualities' for agricultural 
use. It is this which has led the 
researchers to conclude that the ad- 
dition of this soil to existing areas of 
the Arava will improve crops in the 
region. . . 1| .

Ammunition store explodes in Golan

Governor .Gafny 1 a advice was to 
offer a better return on state bonds. 
Priv ate incomes did not go up in 
1976. but private consumption did — 
by 2 per cent per person. People ate 
into their savings, which have fallen 
from 32 per- cent of gross private in- 
comes In 1973 to 26 per cent. 

This is due partly to a reduction in 
the index-linkage of the bonds from 
ZOO per cent to 90 per cent, and later 
to -80 per cent. Gafny was firm that 
the plan to reduce the linkage 
further to 70 per cent will not he 
carried out. 

Wages ought to be frozen too. he 
added. The proportion ' of persons 
without work will increase to 4.5 per 
cent this year and a per cent next. 
"This Is not real unemployment,” he 
declared. Joblessness arises from 
two sources: a stop on the recruit- 
ment of labour for the public service, 
and the shedding of persona who 
have already become redundant in 
their workplaces. The purpose is to 
push manpower away from the over- 
manned domestic sector towards 
labour-hungry export industries. 

If these policies are applied, infla- 
tion will not exceed 25 per cent this 
year, and will ease to 20 per cent in 
1978, he predicted.

Winners get ILIm. Sportoto prize 
after four years of litigation 


TEL AVIV (Itim) . — A district court 
judge yesterday ended a four-year 
tussle over a million-pound Sportoto 
football pool prize between 16 
winners and the pool’s. administra- 
tion, ordering that the winners be 
paid their prize money immediately. 

The dispute between the 16 
winners and the pool’s administra- 
tion centred around the interpreta- 
tion of a called -off game between 
Rishon Lezion Hapoel and Boton 
-Hapoel in 1973. 

Before the game the field was 
Hooded by heavy rain. The referee 
ordered a fire engine to drive o nt o 
the field and pump the water off. The 
truck was bogged down in mud and 
could not be pulled out, so the game 
was cancelled. 

According to Sportoto rules, 
games cancelled because of rain are 


regarded, as draws. But In this case 
the pool’s administration decided the 
game was called off not because of 
rain, but because of the fire engine 
stuck on the field- The Sportoto rules 
say that games cancelled far reasons 
other than weather are not coasted 
at alL 

The 16 winners who stood to lose by 
this decision because, they had. 
among other successful guesses, 
predicted that the game would end in 
a draw, filed a suit against the Spor- 
toto. 

After a four-year legal tussle the 
judge yesterday accepted their at- 
torneys’ argument that the weather 
was the primary reason for fixe game 
• being called off and ordered that the 
16 winners be paid the HJm. plus in- 
terest at the highest market rate.

Histadrut prefers Suez to 
Eilat, says port manager

EILAT. — Ze’ev Matoki, recently 
appointed port manager, yesterday 
blasted foe Histadrut tor “suppor- 
ting Sadat instead of Eilat.” He was 
angered by the fact that two ships 
carrying 15.000 tons of South African 
iron, which should have been im- 
ported- via Eilat, went instead 
through the Suez Canal to Ashdod, 
while a third ship carrying the same 
cargo is now following the same 
route. 

The iron has until now played an 
Important role in Eilat port's traffic, 
as well as lh salaries of part workers 
who receive a higher handling 
premium. The ore is imported by the 
Histadrut-owned Hamashbir 
HamerkazL • . , 

“How Is it possible,” Matoki said, 
“that the Histadrut • can deprive 
Eilat Fort workers of a large part of 
their livelihood?” He added that in 
spite of the Commerce Ministry’s 
repeated promises that imports 
from South africa and the Far East 
would be routed only via Eilat and 
that there would be some subsidiza- 
tion of land transport costs to help the 


port remain competitive and viable 
— nothing at all has been done: and 
there is a real danger that other 
shippers will follow the Histadrut 'h 
example and bypass Eilat. 

Matoki said he had been unable to 
get an explanation from Hamashbir 
for the change in routing. On check- 
ing Into the matter, be found that 
savings made by using the canal 
were insignificant, and the canal's 
fees only helped to strengthen the 
Egyptian economy at the expense of 
Eilat’s. 

Giving a resume of 1976-77 traf- 
fic, Matoki told his first press con- 
ference that Eilajthad experienced a" 
growth of 29 per cent as opposed to 
only 4 per cent In Haifa and a drop of 
12 per cent in Ashdod. Major factors 
were the growth of phosphate ex- 
ports, which amounted to 292,000 
tons (against 209,000 tons the 
previous year) and metals, which 
were 261 , 000 tana ( 244,000 In 1975-78) . 

Citrus exports, mainly for Japan, 
also grew by 15 per cent — to 1.2 
million crates. Altogether, traffic 
through the port amounted to 914,000 
tons. 


Pentagon reticent on 
Arab bias, says AJC 


WASHINGTON.. — The American 
Jewish Congress said yesterday that 
the Pentagon has been “unrespon- 
sive" to the organization’s attempt 
to find out if Jews are barred from 
U.S. military assignment in. Arab 
lands. 

“It seems to us inconceivable that 
under a genuinely non- 
dia criminatory assignment policy 
not a single serviceman of the 
Jewish faith would be found serving 
In any post in an Arab country,” said 
Phil Baum, associate executive 
director of the congress. 

The Congress had written to the 
Pentagon on April 1, noting that un- 
der an executive order Issued by 
fanner president Ford, no federal 
agency, Including the military, could 
comply with any religiously related 
bar on personnel. In the past at least 
one Arab country, Saudi Arabia, has 
refused to permit American Jews to 
serve on U.S. military missions in 
the country. 

The Pentagon, in its reply to the 
AJC, said that “information regar- 


• ding religious affiliation of DOD 
(Department of Defence) military 
personnel by geographical locations 
is not maintained. 

“A declaration of religious 
preference by military personnel is 
voluntary," It said. "Thus, even a 
search of each individual's record 
may not yield reliable statistics on 
the religious preference of personnel 
assigned in any given country.” 

It also said that DOD policy 
“prohibits consideration of religion 
in selection of individuals for 
assignment.” 

Baiun said the Pentagon's position 
was "unresponsive to our principal 
inquiry." 

He said It was “incumbent upon 
the deoartment to outline uoaitlve 

* an I mme diate steps to correct Its 

traditional personnel practices so 
that the rest of the world will be 
made to understand that the U.S. 
will not condone or acquiesce In 
foreign racism or religious bigotry 
as a condition for stationing our 
troops abroad." 
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Authentic documentary of life in 
Soviet prisons to be seen in West 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — A 30-minute 
documentary film which was filmed 
secretly in Soviet prisons and labour 
camps and shows details of the “life 
of ferror” led by political prisoners 
has been smuggled to the West and 
will be distributed throughout the 
world, Avraham Shifrin, an im- 
migration activist said yesterday. 

Shifrin told a news conference that 
the clandestine documentary was 
filmed under conditions of great 
danger and shows authentic details 
of the conditions of political 
prisoners. The distribution of the 
film was timed to coincide with the 
Belgrade Euroj>e_an^ Security 
Conference — where among other 
subjects the liberalization promised 
by the Soviets at Helsinki will be ex- 
amined by western countries. 

• Shifrin said that he knows of at 
least 700 prisons and labour camps 


where political prisoners are In- 
carcerated, and there could be many 
mare. Many foreigners Including 
citizens of the U.S., France, Britain, 
Spain, West Germany. Iran, Syria, 
Greece, Egypt, Turkey and Japan 
are also imprisoned in these camps. 
Shifrin said. He explained that these 
prisoners either came to study in the 
Soviet Union or crossed the border 
from Iran to look for a higher stan- 
dard of living. 

Shifrin stressed that pressure 
from the free world was the only way 
to improve the lot of these prisoners. 
Be said that concern in the West over 
human rights in the Soviet Union 
was instantly felt by political 
prisoners whose daily struggle with 
death became much easier when 
their plight appeared In western 
headlines. 


Bezalel defends teacher under attack by striking students

The current strike of students of 
the Fine Arts Department at the 
- Bezalel Academy in Jerusalem 
stems as much from the institution's 
.;’new academic status as from 
£* anything else. Dr. Dan Heffner, lie 
academy's director, told The Post 
yesterday. 

In a spirited defence of the head of 
the Fine Arts Department, Prof. 
■ John Byle, whom he claimed is being 
pilloried In the press. Hoffner said a 
alaise among the teachers over 
grading had also affected the 
students, who not only wish for a 
bigger s&y In their teaching 
programme but also want more out- 
side part-time lecturers instead of 
some of the permanent staff of the 
rjfi* faculty. 

The students began striking on 
^-■■'Sunday against the quality of 
* ,r teaching, blaming Prof. Byle in par- 
ticular. Heffner said that, pa r adax- 
icaliy enough, it was Prof. Byle who 
had pressed for and introduced the 
concept of bringing in as many out- 
side lecturers as possible. In a state- 
ment issued to the press later yester- 






day. Dr. Hoffner and Dr. Dan 
Ronnen. chairman of the Board of 
the Academy, registered their 
astonishment at the attack on Byle 
and said be bad their fun support. 

The new status of the academy as 
an accredited institution of higher 
learning meant that tenure had to be 
given to a certain number of 
teachers- Some of these teachers are 
evidently bitter at ndt being made 
fall professors, for the establishment 
is also limited and the title is reserv- 
ed for heads of departments'. 

The students must now also take 
courses in academic subjects such 
as sociology and psychology, as well 
as the philosophy of art to obtain a 
degree. Hoffner said he made 
special efforts to find lecturers from 
caber universities in these subjects 
who could make their lectures rele- 
vant and interesting to students of 
the plastic arts. 

The students are not only bered by 
these lectures but also feel they are 
given too many arts subjects U> pur- 
sue. resulting in a smattering of 
knowledge about various techni- 
ques — from painting. . etching, 
lithography, s ilkscreen, and d rawing 


In various mediums, to sculpture in 
all sorts of materials. Most of them 
would prefer to concentrate on one 
or two fields. They also feel that the 
present system of academic grading 
is completely irrelevant to many 
aspects of conceptual and modem 
art. 

Hoffner. while sympathizing with 
the students, does not see how 
changes can be affected overnight. 
Ho still feels it is his Job to give them 
a rounded education, so that they 
can later decide on what to concen- 
trate in graduate school. On the 
other hand, many students feel they 
know where they stand after their 
first-year basic courses. They would 
also like the position of head of the- 
department to be rotated among the 
teachers, a proposal Hoffner terms 
valueless and Impracticable. 

Dr. Hoffner has. however, called 
for the reconvening of an un- 
precedented student-teacher ad hoc 
committee, originally agreed on 
when a three-day protest strike took 
place some months ago. He hopes 
that such a committee of three 
teachers and three students will be 
able to hammer out a working com- 


promise that will enable the students 
to return to work before the end of 
the academic year and he and Dr. 
Ronnen appealed to the students 
yesterday to participate in it. 

Fourth-year students, who are to 
graduate shortly, have been ex- 
empted by the other students from 
participating in the strike. Hoffner 
has given the keys of the academy to 
the strikers, so that they can work by 
themselves at ni ght. 

Lea Rabin pays 
0250,000 fine ' 

TEL AVIV (Itim). — Lea Rabin, the 
wife of the prime minister, yester- 
day paid the IL250.0W fine she was 
given six weeks ago for maintaining 
illegal bank accounts In the U.S. 

Mrs. Rabin paid the fine one day 
before the end of the 45-day period 
she was given to raise the money 
after her conviction and sentencing 
by the Tel Aviv District Court on 
April 17. 

Yitzhak Rabin was forced to step 
down as the Labour Party’s choice 
tor re-election as premier in the 
wake of the scandal. 


Lebanese Christian claims Israel is supplying 
electricity and water to village of Marjayoun 


BEIRUT (AP). — A southern 
Lebanese town of 30,000 residents 
has been getting all its water and 
electricity from Israel since the local 
supply waa sabotaged a week ago, a 
Lebanese army officer said yester- 
day. 

He also supported earlier reports 
that Israeli artillery has periodically 
bombarded Palestinian strongholds 
in southern Lebanon. But, he said, 
this is only retaliation for Palesti- 
nian shelling of Israeli positions. 

Marjayoun, a Christian town and 
outpost for right-wing militias in the 
South, is totally dependent on Israel 
for its survival until the local water 
and electricity lines can be restored. 
Lt. Adrian Homsi said in an inter- 
view. 

Homsi, who recently headed the 
Christian forces in the South, would 
not say. precisely how Israel Is 
supplying the services to the town. 5 
kilometres inside Lebanon. But an 
independent source said generators 
and water are probably being truck- 
ed by Christian drivers across the 
border at Metulla., where Israel 
operates one of three gateways Into 


Lebanon as part of its “Good Fence” 
policy. 

Homsi insisted that Israeli forces 
do not operate Inside the border and 
that only "civilian committees" in 
the Christian villages deal directly 
with Israel. 

Beirut-based correspondents have 
been unable to pass through armed 
roadblocks to reach Marjayoun. 

Last week, a Lebanese officer told 
newsmen in a northern Israel village 
that Marjayoun’s water supply had 
been blown up by Palestinians. The 
Palestinians denied it. 

Homsi, speaking from his office In 
the Lebanese military headquarters 
here, said Israeli 175mm. howitzers 
have shelled the Palestinian-held 
town of Nabatiya in recently In- 
creased artillery exchanges. 

He said Palestinian sheila often 
land across the border. Palestinian 
guerrillas confirmed this last week. 
“What can I do, tell Israel to stop 
returning the fire?" Homsi shrugg- 
ed. 

The 30-year-old Christian officer 
claimed the Palestinian-! eftist 


alliance started the flare-up for no 
apparent reason about two weeks 
ago with a barrage of artillery on 
Christian positions. 

Palestiniama in Nabatiya said last 
week the Israel-backed Christians 
ignited the latest exchanges as a 
prelude to a new offensive following 
the right-wing election victory in 
Israel. 

Homsi said outsiders have been 
misled into believing that the 
Lebanese Christian forces are acting 
as a surrogate for Israel in the South. 
"That just is not so. but we are 
isolated down there and would take 
help from the devil himself to defend 

ou selves and the area." 

The Christian officer, claiming he 
takes his orders from the Lebanese 
High Cbmmand. said the goal Is to 
push the guerrillas back north into the 
Arkoub region, a 100 -square- 
kilometre area the government set 
aside for Palestinians before the 
war. 

"Let them fight Israel from 
there," Homsi said . "We don’t 
care." 


New ‘urban kibbutz movement’ launched 


TEL AVTV. — A new “urban kibbutz 
movement" for development towns 
was announced here yesterday at 
Beit Sokolow by its chairman. 
Shimon Daniell of Dimona. 

The new movement wiU limit 
common-facilities to the dining hall, 
nursery school, laundry and other 
services. Families will live in their 
own homes or apartments, and the 
members will earn regular salaries 
at their own Jobs. Each family accor- 
ding to Its size* will pay a monthly fee 
for the services of the commune. 

Members of the movement ex- 
plained that they want to attract 
young people who are looking for a 
challenge to build a better society. 

Danieli said that he hoped the 
movement would be particularly 
beneficial to development towns. Ac- 
cording to government statistics, 
Danieli said, some 20,000 people left 
development towns in the past

year. 

He added that his movement was 
looking for dedicated, idealistic 
young people willing to serve in their 
commune in thelr free hours. He said 
he thought the movement should be s 
especially attractive to new Im- 
migrants and returning Israelis. 

The movement also plans to build 
industrial plants where both its 
members and residents of the town 
will work. 

Each family that wants to join will 
have to buy a IL60.000 share in the 
kibbutz. There are already 250 per- 
sons who have announced 
■ willingness to join. 

Danieli said he expected urban 
kibbutzim would get assistance from 
the Jewish Agency and other bodies 
which support agricultural kibbut- 
zim. 


The movement hopes to establish a 
number of kibbutzim In development 
towns. At present they are talking 
about the development town of Hat- 
zor in Galilee as their first target. 

Mo she Katzav, the head of Kiryal 
Malachi Local Council and recently 
elected Likud MK, welcomed this 
new idea as a great help to the 
development towns. Katzav promis- 
ed to give his support to this move- 
ment in the Knesset. 

Leaders of the movement pointed 
out that they are not affiliated with 
any political party and hope to be 
able to keep their movement iu- 
dependend from politics. 

Concerning housing for members 
of the commune, Danieli emphasized 
that they would receive standard 
homes that are being built today in 
the development towns, both in 
blocks of apartment houses and in 
two-family homes.

Israel Radio's Third Programme 
will celebrate its first anniversary 
thin month with profits on its balance 
sheet and a reservoir of loyalty from 
hundreds of thousands of regular 
listeners. 

Instituted on June 20 of last year 
amid charges in the government and 
the Knesset that it would be a 
money-losing luxury, the Third 
Programme covers its cost and 
brings the Broadcasting Authority 
profits from advertising. Authority 
director-general Yitzhak Llvni 
argued last year that a light radio 
diet of He brew-language and foreign 
popular tunes 19 hours a day would 
help prevent the radio from succum- 
bing to the popularity of TV. 


The introduction of the light music 
station also allowed the Second 
Programme to concentrate on news 
magazines, discussion programmes. 
Interviews and talk shows, thus 
becoming radio’s major-station. 

According to a recent survey con- 
ducted by the Central Bureau of 
Statistics for the authority, the Third 
Programme has made serious in- 
roads into the listening audience of 
Gale! Zahal and Abie Nathan's off- 
shore Voice of Peace station. The 
radio claims to have received to dale 
about 20,000 letters from the public 
praising the Third Programme. 

Radio announcers have been train- 
ed specially in disc jockey style to 
complement the pop music. Just as 
the programme was introduced last 
June with a line-up of hits, it will 
celebrate., its . anniversary with a 
week-long "hit parade" as well. 


No children's voices 
in radio adverts 

The Broadcasting Authority has 
turned down a request from several 
advertisers to remove the ban on the 
use of children's voices in adver- 
tisements broadcast on radio. 

Authority director-general 
Yitzhak Livni said that since 
children are far more susceptible to 
advertisements then adults, he does 
not think it right to use children's 
voices which would have even more 
influence on the children.

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Moluccan gunmen seek mediation 


ASSEN (Reuter). —South Moluccan 
gunmen asked for mediation yester- 
day to end north Holland's eight-day 
hostage drama. 

The mediation bid indicated that 
the government's firmness was pay- 
ing off as the terrorists continued to 
hold 55 hostages aboard a hijacked 
train at Glimmen and four teachers 
in a primary school at nearby 
Bovensznilde. 

When they took over the train and 
the school last week, the gunmen 
said they would shoot any 
middlemen the government sent to 
talk to them. 

Meanwhile, a special squad of 
Dutch marines has been practising 


aboard an armour-plated train, 
rehearsing for a possible assault on 
the immobilised express train. 

Justice Ministry officials con- 
firmed yesterday that the rehear- 
sals. disclosed by a Dutch 
newspaper, have been going on In a 
shunting yard at Haren. 10 
kilometres from the siege. But it said 
the armoured train would be used 
only if the lives of the hostages were 
in imminent danger. 

justice Ministry spokeswoman 
Toos Faber said the government 
would consider the terrorists' re- 
quest for mediation.

NATO air chief says Russia 
could hit Europe by surprise 


LONDON (UPI) . — The Soviet 
Union’s military power now far ex- 
ceeds any purely defensive needs 
and it could launch a surprise attack 
against Western Europe, U.S. 
General Richard Ellis, commander 
of allied air forces In Central Europe 
said yesterday. 

He said peacetime deployment of 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
land forces does not allow them to hit 
back Immediately in case of an at- 
tack. 

But. in a paper presented to the 
J5th annual Anglo-American 
Aeronautical Conference. Ellis said 
Nato currently is reorganizing its air 
forces in Central Europe to enable 
them to retaliate Immediately. 

"There can be no doubt about the 
Soviets' offensive capability, par- 
ticularly in the air." Ellis said. "Her 
military power now far outweighs 
any purely defensive needs. Any 
reasonable assessment of Soviet 
capability clearly indicates that 
without apparent preparation the 
Warsaw Pact could launch a sur- 
prise attack with little or no war- 
ning." 

Ellis estimated Warsaw Pact air 
strength on the central front at more 
than 3,000 tactical combat aircraft in 
the forward area plus another 1,000 
In the western Soviet Union and 
about 500 medium bombers. 

He did not give allied air strength 
in this area, although he said the 


Soviets enjoy "numerical air 
superiority." 

However, the International 
Institute for Strategic Studies last 
September gave allied air strength 
on the central front as 2,085 planes. 

In Washington, meanwhile. 
Senator William Proxznire charged 
yesterday that many of America's 
military aircraft, ships and land 
vehicles are not ready to perform in 
an emergency. 

Proxmire, a maverick of the 
Democratic Party who heads 
Congress' Joint Committee on 
Defence Production, declared that 
“shockingly low readiness rates are 
America's No. 1 military weakness 
today." 

“Both Congress and the Defence 
Department tend to concentrate on 
exotic new weapons while forgetting 
the importance of keeping existing 
weapons in service," he said. 

In Moscow, Soviet leader Leonid 
Brezhnev yesterday received 
Bulgarian leader Todor Zhivkov and 
made the visit an occasion for an at- 
tack on militarism in the West. 

"Unwillingness to reckon with 
reality and frequently a return to 
notions inherited from the Cold War 
period orientation to the arms race 
- — all this is regrettably present in 
the policies of the western powers," 
Brezhnev said in a speech at a d inner 
for Zhivkov. ( UPI.

U.S. proposes limited swap 
of diplomats with Cuba 


KINGSTON. Jamaica (APi. — The 
U.S. has proposed an exchange of 
diplomats with Cuba, a step short of 
full diplomatic relations, according 
to a U.S. official travelling with the 
First Lady. Rosalynn Carter. 

Assistant Secretary of State Ter-

The sources said the sentence was 
meted out at the close of the four-day 
trial of Malva Landa. 58. a retired 
geologist. 

The sentence of exile is con- 
siderably lighter than the two-year 
labour camp term which had been 
demanded by prosecutors at the 
trial. 

At the start of the trial, Mrs. Lan- 
da told the court she did not believe 
she had started the fire which 
damaged her apartment last 
December 18, but added that she 
could not prove this. She would thus 
admit only "partial guilt." the dissi- 
dent sources said.

Killing time: Each smoke 
cuts life by 5 x /i minutes 


LONDON (AP». — Each cigarette 
cuts a smoker's life by minutes, 
the Royal College of Physicians 
warned Britons in a statement 
released today. Its grim new report 
on smoking and health, its third in 15 
years, called for a total ban on tobac- 
co advertising to help beat what it 
called “this lethal epidemic." 

The report said efforts so far to 
slop people smoking were "trivial" 
compared to those made to cut the 
far smaller number of road deaths. 

The report estimated that smoking 
caused the deaths of about 25,000 
Britons aged between 35 and 65 each 


Eritreans launch ‘major attack’ 


CAIRO 1 APi . — Rebel forces In 
Ethiopia have launched an all-out at- 
tack on the central Eritrean city of 
Agrodat, smoothing the way for the 
"liberation of the Eritrean capital of 
Asmara." an Eritrean separatist 
leader said yesterday. 

In an interview with the Middle

of Eritrea.

countries and inviting Eritrean 
representatives instead.

They said they could 
declare independence in six months if 
rebel groups were united. 


Soviets recall envoy to Sudan 


KHARTOUM. Sudan (AP) — The 
Soviet Union is recalling its am- 
bassador to Sudan to protest a 
Sudanese decision to cut Russian 
diplomatic representation here in 
half, informed sources reported 
yesterday. 

Soviet Embassy diplomats con- 
firmed Ambassador Felix Fedotov is 
returning to Moscow. But they 
declined to give the reason. He is ex- 
pected to leave this week. 

Relations between the two coun- 
tries in recent months have steadily 
worsened, with Khartoum accusing 
Moscow of supporting hostile 
regimes in neighbouring Libya and 1 
Ethiopia. 

President Ja’afar Numeiry two 
weeks ago expelled 90 Soviet 
military experts and their 57 
dependents. Four days later tbe 


Sudanese told the Russians to reduce 
their diplomatic presence here from 
100 persons to 50. 

Sudan also decided yesterday to 
release eight crewmen from two 
Ethiopian planes who were arrested 
three weeks ago after emergency 
landings. 

The official Sudanese news agency 
said authorities decided to release 
the men after ascertaining that the 
two planes were on their way to 
rescue a third at a point on the 
Sudanese-Ethlopian border. The 
planes had lost their way and flew 
250 kilometres into Sudanese 
territory. 

Sudanese-Ethiopian relations have 
deteriorated since Numeiry in 
January accused Ethiopia of train- 
ing subversive elements against his 
regime. 


Libyans arrest Egyptian ‘saboteurs’ 


BEIRUT fUPI). — The Libyan 
authorities have arrested a seven- 
man Egyptian sabotage ring and 
foiled an attempt to blow up a con- 
ference hall during a recent meeting 
of Islamic foreign ministers, the Li- 
byan news agency said yesterday. 

The Egyptians were acting on 
specific orders from Cairo In- 
telligence authorities and their 
movements were monitored by 


Egyptian President Anwar Sadat, 
the agency said. 

"The Egyptian saboteurs have 
confessed they were sent to Libya to 
blow up several vital installations 
and the People's Hall while Islamic 
foreign ministers were in session In 
Tripoli recently," the agency said. 

Egyptian authorities recently ac- 
cused Libyan agents of planning 
similar sabotage acta in Cairo and 
other cities. 


PARIS. — Developing nations 
yesicrdav unanimously condemned

Austria gets new 
defence minis ter

VIENNA. — Interior Minister Otto 
Roesch was yesterday appointed 
minister of defence In a cabinet 
reshuffle ending a six-month, row 
over illeg-al Austrian arms sales to 
Syria last December. 

Chancellor Bruno Kreisky an- 
nounced the appointment four hours 
after the resignation of outgoing 
Defence Minister Karl Luetgendorf 
was accepted by the president. 

Roesch, 60, has been interior 
minister for the past seven years. 
Previously, he was deputy minister 
of defence. 

Kreisky said earlier yesterday 
that Luetgendorf's resignation had 
been necessary because he was guil- 
ty of mis informing parliament a bout 
arms shipments that violated 
Austria's Neutrality Law. 

"The affair was rather small, but 
Luetgendorf made the mistake of 
misinforming parliament," Kreisky 
said. “Had he told the truth from the 
very beginning, the case could have 
been repaired." 

The affair involved a consignment 
of 600 Marksman rifles and nearly 
half a million rounds of ammunition. 
It had been dispatched by arms 
merchant Alois Weichselbaumer. 
who often invited Luetgendorf to 
hunting parties.

LONDON (AP). — Ugandan Presi- 
dent Idi Amin will come to London 
for the Commonwealth summit next 
month bringing his own British and 
Ugandan security guards with him, 
a Ugandan spokesman said on televi- 
sion here on Monday night. 

Idi Osman, who acts for Amin here 
following Britain’s severance of 
diplomatic relations with Uganda 
last July 28. said the Ugandan leader 
will come even if the British 
governcment says it can’t guarantee 
his safety. 

The spokesman said the president 
will bring his own security guards 
consisting of “British nationals as 
well as Ugandan citizens," but has 
not yet picked a date for his arrival. 


The summit of the 36-nation Com- 
monwealth, of which Uganda is a 
member, is scheduled to be held 
June 8-16. 

Osman said the guards Amin in- 
tended to bring "are coming vdth the 
president to assist the British." Ke 
’ added that Amin had no-fears for bis 
life during the planned visit. 

On arrival In London Amin may 
face civil writ action by II an Hartuv, 
Israeli son of Dora Bloch, who was 
believed murdered after the 
Entebbe rescue mission last July. An 
head of a sovereign state, Amin is 
immune from civil writs; but he 
could waive this immunity to prove, 
as he claims, that he is innocent of 
the death of Mrs. Bloch.

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LONDON (AP). — Margaret 
Trudeau, the estranged wife of Cana- 
dian Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau, plans to take Prince 
Charles’ advice and try to become an 
actress, a London newspaper said 
this week. 

The J Weiss of the World quoted 
Mrs. Trudeau as saying that 
Britain's heir to the throne “once 
told me I was pretty enough to be an 
actress. So I am taking his advice.” 

Mrs. Trudeau told the paper that 
she had been asked to appear on 
some television programmes “and if 
that leads to Hollywood acting 
offers, I'm not walking away from 
any chances." 

A statement issued last Friday is 
Ottowa by Trudeau’s office said the 
57«y ear-old Prime Minister and his 
28-year-old wife were separating at 
her request. 

She is a special assignment 
photographer for people magazine 
of New York. 

“The marriage has been in trouble 
for two years." Mrs. Trudeau said. 
"It’s been a sham. Pierre had 
become number one, the children 
number two and me number three. I 
wanted ail of us to be equal.” 

She told the papa* that her hus- 
band had given her a black eye after 
her return to’ Ottawa from a highly 


publicized visit to New York last 
Mu ch to hear the Bolling Stones 
rock group. 

"There’s no bitterness and no 
anger, but I've reached the decision 
that I must do something positive 
with my life. It was a hard thing to 
do. It was like relinquishing a throne 
to be an independent person...” she 
told the paper. "I feel it is something 
I should have done a long time ago. 
In a sense we’ve been living separate 
lives for two years.” ’ . 

Mrs. Trudeau described herself 
and her husband as "the odd 
couple.” She told the paper that she 
and the Prime Minister "gave up our 
lovers when we married. Since then 
we have not been romantically in- 
volved with anyone else. Nor are we 
now.” 

She misses her sons, aged 5, Sand 
18 months “but I don-’t have to be a 
21-hour mother. In fact, Pierre’s a 
better parent than I -am." 

The couple’s age difference had 
nothing to do with the breakup. They 
had agreed to ’fclowly ease out of file 
marriage, but the incident with the 
’Stones* triggered the final 
breakdown.**: *

I WAS taken to task one day and ask- 
ed to define just exactly what I mean 
by the word "spoil.” As an adjective, 
that’s an easy task. We talk easily of 
spoiled children (over-indulged and 
under-disciplined though they may 
be) — and usually with more 
fondness than alarm. 

After all. we all know little girls 
who sulked or stormed their way 
through to adolescence, or boys who 
always took the first’ prize as the 
neighbourhood menace or mischief- 
maker. 3hey were difficult children, 
but they and their parents survived 
■very n icely. 

As a verb, "spoil” is rather more 
difficult, since there are as many 
ways to "spolT as there are styles of 
parenting. The common, 
denominator is that parents -who 
spoil seem to ^achieve exactly the op- 
posite kind of behaviour from the one 
they are trying to induce. Whether it 
is going to bed, doing lessons, or 
accepting responsibilities around the 
house, they just never seem to 
achieve this without tears, tantrums . 
or power struggle*. In the lull 
between the all too frequent storms, 
they wonder, "So what am I doing 
wrong?” 

There are three ways to arrive at 
such a state: one can be over- 
protective. over-demanding, or too 
prone to take the path of least 
resistance. 

The over* protective parent Is total- 
ly committed to PREVENTION. He 
is over-zealous in his efforts to keep 
his child $rom suffering any hurt — 
physical or emotional. Hie inhibits 
the pre-schooler from the rough-and- 
tumble play that develops muscles 
and curtails exploration that 
satisfies curiosity. This Is the mother 
who rushes out to play referee when 
her child is quarrelling with a 
playmate, never letting him feel that 
be is competent enough to see it 
through on Ms own. This is the 
mother who treats every illness with 
the Mud of solicitude that gives the 
child reason to suspect that he is is 
mortal danger. 

These parents are trying tb teach 
their children necessary caution, but 
by over-doing it, pass on their fears 
to the child. If the child begins to see 
himself as vulnerable or less compe- 
tent than his peers, he will transfer 
this fear inappropriately to new 
situations, and become reluctant to 
participate in new activities or to 
learn new skills. This is the child who 
feels "picked on” by peers and 
teachers and screams for parental 
help, thus failing to learn important 
social skills. This is the child who, 
although genuinely frightened of be- 
ing HI, flnriy the attendant nursing 
care and attention appealing. 

The over-demanding parent needs 
to have the cleanest, politest 
children in the neighbourhood. This 
is a person who sets extremely high 
standards (for himself even more 
than tor Ms offspring) and enforces

them — sometimes too early or too 
stringently. The children are ex- 
pected to be toilet-trained at two, to 

keep their rooms tidy at age six, etc. 
When they get mediocre marks at 
school, they are exhorted to try far 
better ones. When they get very good 
marks, they are urged to strive for 
excellence. 

The goals are exemplary, but to 
achieve them one must exercise con- 
stant vigilance. Any Infraction of the 
rules elicits an immediate repri- 
mand or even punishment. "Go to 
.your room" or "No TV tonight" can 
hardly be described as harsh or un- 
usual punishment, but repeated too 
often, even the most gentle punish- 
ment becomes a situation to be 
avoided at all costs. The parent ex- 
pects that, in order to avoid the 
punishment, the child will behave in 
accordance with what the parent 
sees as "fitting and proper." 
However, any resourceful child can, 
if pushed too hard, figure out far 
more ingenious avoidance 

TnprhaTilaTTwi 

If the* pressure to succeed is too 
great, some children regress and 
play "baby," thereby reducing the* 
expectations. Some children per- 
form. but without any pleasure or 
pride in the task; the object being to 
finish as quickly as possible. Some 
will lie or blame a sibling to avoid 
the unpleasantness that will surely 
follow any bit of mischief or 
messiness. It is not sensible to stick 
to rules and regulations that are not 
producing the desired results. It’s 
far better to relax some of the rules, 
before the child becomes adept at 
flouting them all. 

The parent who takes the path of 
least resistance is one who under- 
mines his own standards in the in- 
terest of comfort or expediency. 
Every parent must on occasion 
make exceptions, and every child 
can understand "Just this once.” But 
if the exceptional behaviour is 
tolerated frequently, then the child 
has every right to assume that * *11118 
is the way it’s done.” 

Example: Your two-year-old 
wakes up crying and refuses to be 
comforted. At three a.m. the flat is

The deal warranted a contract In a 
jftnall slam.- Six no-trump would 
have been 2 better contract — but 
more on this later. 

The opening lead was a low club 
which was won by South with the 
king. After long thought declarer 
decided to play the diamonds first, 
and called for a low diamond from 
dumm y. The opponents called for 


the director to correct the out-of-turn 
play, whereupon South was ordered 
to start the diamond suit with a c ard 
from his band. He led the ace. and 
the fall of the singleton king from the 
West hand resulted in declarer mak- 
ing the contract. If the director had 
not been called. South would have 
finessed with the queen and the 
defence would have won two dia- 
mond tricks. 

It is interesting to note that six no- 
trump could have been successful, 
even if the diamond finesse had lost 
to the king, since the fall of the heart 
jack would have enabled- the 
declarer to make five heart tricks.

bitterly cold, you are bone weary 
and your downstairs neighbours like 
quiet at night. So you take the child 
into your bed. 

Example: Your four-year-old is 
playing the "buy me" game (buy me 
this, buy me that) in the super- 
market on Thursday afternoon. 
You have already said “no” three or 
four times', -but as a last-ditch effort 
he indulges in -Same vociferous bawl- 
ing just as you get to the cashier. The 
queue is long, the checker is im- 
patient and you are acutely em- 
barrassed. So you capitulate. 

Example: Your ten-year-oJd was 
very busy playing with her best friend, 
so die left bar home-work for "later." 
Now It's that time, she's tired and 
weepy, and anyway that witch of a 
teacher has no right to expect her to 
do all that work. So you leave your 
work to help her do hers. 

Such incidents occur in every 
family. Giving in once is tolerable, 
but if the child is repeatedly reward- 
ed for this kind of behaviour ,-be will 
be encouraged to try it again and 
again. If there is any reason to 
believethat he can win the "buy me” 
game, or get Mama to do his lessons, 
then it is wrath the tears or the tan- 
trum. The only way to stop this 
behaviour is to say “no” and mean 
it. 

Standards of behaviour, vary from 
one family to another, and what is 
acceptable to one parent may be in- 
tolerable to another. But parental 
tolerance is not always the best 
measure of a child’s development. 
Children also have to measure up to 
the standards of their peers, -their 
neighbours, their teachers, and so 
on. They have to measure up to their 
own standards as well (although the 
child does not articulate it in this 
way); and that meansbeing comfor- 
table with himself and competent to 
behaVe the way others of his age do. 

There Is no reason to believe that 
any child who regularly behaves in 
ways which are disturbing to those 
around him, or whose behaviour is 
incompatible with his age, is comfor- 
table with himself. So if your child 
behaves in such ways, it behoves you 
to help him to change by considering 
your own actions. 

Tantrums, quarrelling, irrespon- 
sibility — the characteristics we so 
often associate with a "spoiled 
child’” — are learned behaviours. 
But the encouraging thing is that — 
with a little planning and a lot of 
faith — the parents who unwittingly 
taught them to him can also teach 
him others to take their place.

Sports leaders press for 
better tracks and pools 


POST Sports Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Tracks for athletics 
and swimming pools for com- 
petitions in Israel are 30 years 
behind the times, sports leaders told 
a press conference here yesterday. 

"Israel is the only country In the 
world where there is not a single tar- 
tan running track which Ls so essen- 
tial for athletes.” Shmuel Lalkin, 
secretary of the Sports Federation 
declared. 

The federation presented a budget 
of ILl2.6m. for the 1977/78 fiscal 
year. Lalkin pointed out that this 
budget did not include any sums for 
the development of sports facilities, 
and called on the Betting Council to 
budget sums for building of central 


sports amenities without which 
athletes In certain sports can make 
no progress. 

The main income of the -Sports 
Federation is from the Sportoto 
Football pool (ILS.ftn.j with the 
Government Sports Authority ad- 
ding another H£.5m. 

This year the Sports Federation 
plans especially to encourage six 
sports — track and field, swim- 
ming. gymnastics, table tennis, 
weightlifting and sailing. The 
budgets allocated to these sports 

have been increased by 70 to 60 per 
cent compared to last year. 

The federation will be responsible 
for the preparation of the Israel con- 
tingent to the 10th Maccabiah 
Gomes.

Yohi Eshkar, manager of the 
medical equipment centre of the Ex- 
port Institute said that all exhibits 
will be concentrated in an Israeli 
pavillion. 

The development of medical 
equipment here has progressed 
rapidly In the past few years. The 
factors behind this quick advance- 
ment include the advanced state of 
medicine in Israel and the resultant 
quick feed-back from the user back 
to the producer. The government 
also has a policy of backing research 
projects with export potential. Still 
another factor is the availability of 
high-level researchers and skilled 
technicians, whose services are less 
expensive than those in Europe and 
the U.S. 

One of the mare impressive results 
of Israeli research is a miniature 
surgical laser developed by the 
Rehovot-b&sed Israel Electro- 
Optical Industry Ltd. 

The S20 laser is so small that it can 
be comfortably held in the surgeon’s 
hand' and allows him the same 
freedom of manipulation as a con- 
ventional scalpel. 

This breakthrough in medical 
laser technology has been achieved 
by the Introduction of miniaturiza- 
tion of the power source and the use 
of a newly developed lense which can 
focus the laser beam even on the 
smallest area. 


Israel at 
Hanover’s 

‘Inter- 
hospital 77’

Laser Industries Ltd., veteran 
producer of medical laser equip- 
ment, will also participate in the 
Hanover trade exhibition. Its 
“Sharplan” trade named line of car- 
bon dioxide surgical lasers is 
already in use in many hospitals 
' throughout the world. It also is the 
fruit of local research and develop- 
ment. It was the result of the 
collaboration of Professor Isaac 
Kaplan, one of Israel's foremost 
- plastic surgeons, and Uzi Sharon, an 
engineer. 

In the past few years about 900 
operations have been performed at 
Beilinson Hospital, using the 
Sharplan laser. One of the major ad- 
vantages of this laser is its ability to 
reduce the loss of blood during 
operations. While 'cutting, the laser 
seals off the blood vessels and blood 
loss may be reduced by as much as 
90 per cent. It also cauterises and 
sterilises as It cuts! 

According to Professor Kaplan the 
Sharplan laser may revolutionize 
cancer surgery by reducing the 


likelihood of the spread of malignant 
cells Into the blood stream, during an 
operation. 

Israel’s TfegD Medical Equipment 
Ltd. has succeeded in making a ma- 
jor improvement in peritoneal 
dialysis equipment used in handling 
kidney disease. By a change in the 
design of the artificial kidney, the 
company has reduced the number- of 
times that unit must be removed and 
reinserted into the patient's body. 
This is a major advantage since it 
reduces the risk of infection. 

The importance of this is all the 
greater, since the Tego 'dialysis 
equipment Is for use at home, where 
the help of a nurse or physician is not 
available. The company has also 
developed a micro-ampere leak 
detector to sense whether there is 
any loss of liquid during dialysis. 

Other products to be displayed at 
Hanover include a crankless 
hospital bed. Produced by D. Rokach 
Industries, the bed can be adjusted 
to many positions through the 
pressure of the patient’s weight on 
the platform hinges, which are easi- 
ly released by levers at the bed’s 
side. 

H.G. Poliak. Israel's veteran 
producer of surgical dressings, will 
also be represented. The Poliak 
product line includes "Fedlband," a 
self-closing elastic bandage with a 
sterile pad, pre -impregnated gauze 
pads, and a variety of small-pack 
first-aid bandgages for military use- 

After the Hanover exhibition the 
Israeli producers will continue on to 
England. With the assistance of the 
medical committee of the Israel 
Economic Conference, they will 
meet there with prospective users of 
their products as well as with some 
of England's leading distributors of 
medical equipment and supplies. 


German documents scanned 
for hints on energy sources 


COLLEGE STATION, TEXAS (AP) . 
— A team of Texas University 
professors are studying, line by Hne, 
some 400,000 documents captured 
from Nazi Germany at the end of 
World War n hoping to find an 
answer to the energy problems fac- 
ing the world today. 

“One of the things you immediate- 
ly think about when you have a 
problem is if anyone else ever had 
that problem," said Dr. Richard 
Wainerdi, a professor of chemistry 
and director of the university’s Cen- 
tre for Energy and Mineral 
Resources. 

“Clearly, in World War H, Ger- 
many had to figure out a way to over- 
come the blockade that deprived her 
of natural oQ supplies. We know the 
Germans were interested in organic 
chemistry and developed methods of 
using such thing * &a sawdust, bark of 
trees, soft coal, to produce fuel," he 
said in an interview. 

“They also managed to fight a war 
largely by using these fuels 
developed from soft coal and other 
organic substances.” 

Dr. Wainerdi received permission 
from the U.S. government to probe 
into the seemingly endless stacks of 
documents captured at the end of the 
war. He found them stored in various 
vaults around the U.S. and. in. 


Wheat harvest is 
fair this year

TEL AVIV. — Israel’s wheat harvest 
this year is quite good but not a 
bumper crop. Mainly because of the 
drought in certain areas in the South 
about ten per cent of the 700,000 
dunam planted was affected, David 
Ariel, head of the cereal crops divi- 
sion in the Agriculture Ministry told 
The Post yesterday. 

Ariel also said that the farmers 
had planted about 100,000 dunam leas 
than -last year because of the 
relatively low prices of wheat In the 
world market (which Is the price 
wheat is pegged to here) . Because of 
that farmers planted other crops 
which were bringing higher profits. 

The wheat yield this year is ex- 
pected to be more than 200,000 tons. 
Local consumption comes to about 
500.000 tons. 

About 60 per cent of the wheat 
planted was of the locally developed 
Lachish and Miriam varieties. 


France bans coffee 
ads from television 

PARIS (AP). — Coffee advertising 
wiH be banned from French televi- 
sion for three months starting today 
in an attempt to reduce consumption 
and ease the strain on the country's 
trade balance. 

Coffee prices in France have 
doubled, and in some cases tripled, 
in the last 12 months, with many 
brands now selling for between four 
dollars and six dollars a pound. 

France imported 5135m. worth of 
coffee in March, compared with a 
monthly average of 324m. in 1975. 

The total c off ee import bill for 1977 
is expected to hit a t least 52.4b. , or 14 
per cent of oil Import costs. 


German loan to Jordan 

AMMAN (UPI). — West Germany 
yesterday granted Jordan $23m. 
long-term loans for the financing of 
several projects. Irrigation schemes 
and the developmenr of the Aqaba 
port, official sources said. 

The sources said the Federal 
Republic has also donated to Jordan 
$1.5m. worth of laboratory and 
workshop equipment.

Gov’t tampering with 
bond terms scored

The Bank of Israel attacks the 
Government's policy which led It to 
tamper with the terms of index- 
linked savings during a period in 
which policy called for restraint. A 
Bank report published yesterday 
says that during a period when fiscal 
steps were taken to curtail local con- 
sumption, encouragement should be 
given to savings, which during such 
time has a natural tendency to be 
reduced. 

During 197G the Government took a 
number of steps to achieve a quick 
improvement in the country's 
balance of payments. It did this by 
encouraging exports and trying to 
restrain consumption and invest- 
ment. The creeping devaluations 
were used as a means to encourage 
exports. Consumption was curtailed 
by the removal of subsidies and the 
imposition of indirect taxes. 

These measures, together with 
wage adjustments, brought about a 
fairly quick rise in prices. The 
worsening terms of savings plans, 
introduced since the end of 3975. 
went a long way to neutralizing the 
curtailment of consumption. 

In 1976 there was a three per cent 
decrease in spendable private In- 
come, yet there was a four per cent 


Increase In consumption, which 
worked out to two per cent per head 
of population. Consumption grew 
alongside a steep decrease in saving 
— 24 per cent in 1976. 

The rise in private consumption in 
the face of the drop in Income had 
additional resasons. One is that the 
public's faith in government bonds 
was hurt by the less advantageous 
terms under which new bonds were 
Issued. These suspicions persisted in 
spite of the Government's repeated 
assurances that the terms of the Did 
bonds would not be changed. 

Last year there was an astounding 
55 per cent drop in the amount of net 
sales of bonds. This followed 
decreases of IB per cent in each of 
the two preceding years. 

It may be assumed, the report con- 
tinues, that the further worsening of 
the terms of linked bonds will have a 
considerable dampening effect on 
the amount of private saving. If it 
will be found expedient to neutralize 
this negative influence on the level of 
consumption, it may be necessary to 
impose additional taxes, or to cut 
down on public spending. 

The Bank report sees a continuing 
neetftbr Increasing the interest rate 
of directed loans in order to curtail 
the element of subsidy contained in 
them. 


Expanding industry 
in development towns

TEL AVIV. — The Sportlife 
sportswear company this week open- 
ed Its new plant at the development 
town of Netivot in the Northern 
Negev. The plazft will specialize in 
making pants, jackets and suits for 
young women and girls. 

7b e plant's managing director, 
Ben-Zion Shapira, told a press con- 
ference here yesterday that the com- 
pany started three years ago 
by “farming out” the sewing jobs to 
small sub-contractors. During its 
first year the firm exported $83,000 
worth of goods. In 1975 exports rose 
to $600,000 and last year they reach- 
ed Si. 4m. He said that last year the 
firm sold only HA. 5m. worth of Its 
goods on the local market. 

Sportlife employs 100 workers at 
its new plant. Shapira said that the 
added value of goods his company 
makes from local fabrics reaches 90 
per cent, and from imported fabrics 
70 per cent. 

Sportlife has sales agents in the 
main cities of Europe. To succeed in 
exports you must make sure that you 
deliver your goods on time, Shapira 
said. But he was not willing to reveal 
how he overcomes the regular 


strikes and go-slows at the ports and 
customs. He claimed, however, that 
he manages to deliver about 90 per 
cent of his goods on time. 

At another development town, 
Ofakim, the local Ofak weaving 
plant has just had new weaving 
machines installed in its new plant 
extension. 

The plant now has 32 weaving 
machines. It is owned by Ihterdeco. 

The cost of the new wing came to 
about ILaOm. It includes a modern 
airconditioning system which is also 
directed at the weaving machines to 
keep the threads cool and wet during 
the weaving process. This helps to 
increase the quality of the finished 
product. 

At a third development town, 
Migdal Haemek. Karnlt, the plant 
that specializes in leatherwear and 
fur coats, announced that It has in- 
creased its exports ten fold during 
the past six years, from $139,000 in 
1970 to Sl.lm. in 1976. 

The Agar plant in Kibbutz 
Ginossar has announced a IL5m. ex- 
pansion plan, mainly to increase its 
exports in the electric equipment 
and electronic field. 

The firm today produces electro- 
nic equipment for agriculture.

Applying economic policy 

THERE IS NOTHING In the Bank of Israel’s firmly uttered 
recommendations on economic policy yesterday that- the 
Likud's new Finance Minister can take exception to, when the 
times comes for him to assume his official responsibilities. The 
problem that must agitate the nation is whether he will be hard- 
headed enough to apply them in every remorseless detail. 

Mr. Rabinowitz had a try. If he succeeded only in part, it is 
because there was such a lot of opposition to the expenditure 
cuts he wanted to make, and the fiscal burden he endeavoured 
to impose. Araon Gafny, Governor of the bank, believes that the 
tax burden Is heavy enough by now, and should not be increased 
further. This only means that expenditure has to be cut by more 
than Rabinowitz ever hoped to do, let alone accomplished. 

Mr. Gafny recommends making loans more expensive: yet 
Mr. Ehrlich has stated over the TV that they should on the con- 
trary be made cheaper, at least for industry. The Bank of Israel 
does not visualize any reduction in the tax burden ; nevertheless 
the Liberal chief proposes to ease the application of Income tax, 
by introducing the increased rates (35 per cent, 45 per cent, and 
so on) at higher income levels. 

Then there Is Mr. David Levy, the Likud's candidate to head 
the Histadrut — a man every bit as aggressive on the workers’ 
behalf as Mr. Meshel. The Bank of Israel speaks of a wage 
freeze, while the Likud faction in the Histadrut plans to replace 
the TO per cent cost-of-living allowance by a return to the full 100 
per cent linkage; and the present two-year wage contract by a 
one-year wage contract. 

When Mr. Ehrlich pronounces that the budget should be cut by, 
IL5b., a figure practically identical with that suggested by the 
bank, be Is propounding theory. The practical question is, how 
he applies it. If he believes, as he has told the public, that he can 
save appreciable sums out of the defence budget without reduc- 
ing the country's military capacity, he seriously un- 
derestimates the efforts put in by his predecessor in the same 
direction. Will Ehrlich manage to prise more economies out of 
Ezer Weizman (with Begin as the arbiter) than Rabinowitz 
managed to get out of Shimon Peres? 

The danger exists that the revolution created by the Likud’s 
accession to power may turn out to be a minor splutter. 
Everything may go on as before. Eager Ministers will continue 
to clamour for bigger funds to implement their programmes. 
Strikers for higher wages will continue to put paid to income- 
freeze proposals. 

The pattern is likely to be all-too-famillar. Will it recur?. 

Wrong man in wrong job 

ACCORDING TO an unconfirmed report, Mr. Begin intends to 
have Aluf (Res.) Ariel Sharon appointed to a new poet of 
Minister for the Coordination of Security Affairs in the future 
Likud government. 

If there is any truth to the reported Intention, it is to be highly 
regretted; and if the distribution of portfolios is indeed still open 
for bargaining, as Mr. Begin has just assured Prof. Yadin, the 
appointment should be scrapped. 

Unless it is, Israel will have, for the first time in its history, a 
special minister in charge of both the “Shin Bet" (the Internal 
security organization) and the ' ‘Mossed" (the central in- 
telligence agency) — who would thus be in overall command of 
counter-terror warfare. This suggests an awesome concentra- 
tion of most extraordinary powers in the hands of one man, who 
does not exercise ultimate responsibility for them. 

The current, and long-standing, practice is for the Prime 
Minister to have direct control of the highly sensitive operations 
of both agencies, with no intermediaries of any kind. 

This is as it should be. It helps keep the two agencies about as 
non-political, as possible, and it makes certain that their ac- 
tivities are subject -to supervision and approval at the highest 
state level — which is the Prime Minister, and no-one else. 

But that is not all. There is also the question whether Mr. 
Sharon, for all his undoubted military talent — some people, 
even among his political opponents, would say genius — has ex- 
hibited the prudence and the judiciousness needed for such a 
job. 

It is a matter of record, that, just exactly five years ago, the 
then Aluf Sharon, O/C Southern Command, was stripped of his 
responsibility for the Gaza Strip, after complaints had reached 
the General Headquarters and the Cabinet that he was applying 
unacceptable, and unauthorized, methods in dealing with 
terrorists. Aluf Sharon was reprimanded by the then Defence 
Minister, Moshe Dayan, and his prospects of advancement 
within the Army were effectively ended. He retired a year later. 

This did not prevent Mr. Sharon from making a spectacular 
comeback, as a reserve general, in the Yom Kippur War; nor 
did it block his eventual engagement as special advisor to 
Prime Minister Rabin. But if his conduct in Gaza was rightly 
deemed a disqualification for appointment as Chief-of -Staff, it 
can hardly be viewed as a recommendation for filling a Cabinet . 
security post. 

True, Mr. Begin has a problem in the person of Mr. Sharon. 
He owes a debt to this enfant terrible of the Likud, and in emy 
case it would be foolish to reject the embrace of the hero of the 
Canal crossing. Although "Arik" ran on a platform of becoming 
the next Minister of Defence, this has now been pre-empted. So 
a special ministry is apparently to be created for him, 
somewhere in that area. 

That this makes a mockery of the Likud promises to cut the 
number of executive departments, is evidently a minor con- 
sideration. For the public at large, it is submitted, Arik Sharon 
as Minister for the Coordination of Security Affairs would simp- 
ly be the wrong man in a wrong job.

course, standing for "Please God." 

There is nothing wrong with 
qualifying one’s scholarly-scientific 
efforts and achievements with an 
orientation on a Supreme Being. 
Furthermore, there are many scien- 
tists — Jewish and non-Jewish — in 
all fields, including physics, 
astronomy, genetics, and so on 
(which purportedly prove the 
godlessness of the universe), for 
whom an awareness of God’s cons- 
tant presence does not require them 
to compromise themselves as scien- 
tists. For most of these, the contrary 
is probably true: their religious In- 
tegrity and their scientific integrity 
not only complement but even 
stimulate each other. 

There are even politicians like this 
in the democracies, and occasionally 
in the autocracies too. 

ALL THIS is brought to mind by the 
general understanding that it is a 
foregone conclusion that In a govern- 
ment dominated by the Likud and 
the National Religious Party, the 
Education and Culture portfolio will 
go to the NRF. It is certain, in any 
event, that the NRF will make an ul- 
timate demand for that portfolio, 
and, whan It gets it, assign It to 
Zevulun Hammer, the ardent young 
supporter of the Gush Emunlm view 
of our political and spiritual 
situations. 

There are at least four Likud can- 
didates far that portfolio: Geula 
'■'•'hen. destlnv-pren-nant votaeof the 

. . .-LU. _ t.- sir. Grt-ipi un- 

derground radio and active in 
educational and cultural affairs dur- 
’ ing her first term in the Eighth 
Knesset; Avraham Katz, educator 
and widely respected outgoing 
Chairman of the Knesset Education 
and Culture Committee; Dr. 
Ellmelech Rima.lt, former rabbi and 
veteran educator with considerable 
parliamentary experience in these 
matters; and Moshe Shamir, 
veteran writer and publicist, and 
product of a Hashomer Hatza’ir 
education, who since the Six Day 
War has been one of the pillars of the 
Land of Israel Movement. 

None of these people Is identified 
as "Orthodox," and all of them are 
known to be strong advocates of an 
education that Is steeped in 
"national- Jewish values.’* 

WHEN Agudat Ylsrael and Poalei 
Aguda Ylsrael are asked to join the 
coalition, they will doubtless submit 
demands bordering on ultimatums 
in this matter, perhaps even asking 
for a deputyship. This, in addition to 
the demands they will submit con- 
cerning such matters as the Law of 
Return, personal status, and con- 
scription of girls. 

The Democratic Movement for 
Change, If it considers joining a 
Likud-NRP-led coalition, will 
probably do so realizing that this is 
one portfolio it is not likely to get 
near, though it probably expects — 
and some Likud people no doubt 
hope It will have — some Influence 
on w ho gets it. _ 

The non-Orthodox and even some 
of the national-religious public fear 
that a Hammer-controlled Educa- 
tion and Culture Ministry will seek to 
sweep too clean too fast. They tear 
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that it will seek to Introduce its new 
era by fiats imposing the external, 
physical symbols of the values that 
the controlling branch of Orthodoxy 
claims it alone represents, rather 
than by a patient effort to infuse a 
new spirit and feed .creative new 
curricula and syllabi Into the 
educational system. They fear that It 
will seek to impose skullcaps, say, on 
teachers and pupils, instead of mak- 
ing the difficult effort to inspire them 
to appreciate — as private persons 
and as educators — the values that 
the skullcap is supposed to repre- 
sent. 

AND IT SEEMS possible that, dis- 
criminated against as Orthodoxy has 
felt itself to be In this area, 
frustrated as it actually has been in 
some respects, and hungry as it has 
become as a result, it will act more 
or less exactly as most of the public 
fears it will. This public includes, I 
repeat, some natlonnl-j-eligioua 
Jews, and also many non-Orthodox 
Jews who have come around to ap- 
preciating the national-religious 
spirit and some of whom even voted 
for the NRF in this election. 

This fear would be considerably 
mitigated and the prospect removed 
if Hammer, the NRP generally, AY 
and PAY waived their common de- 
mand for exclusive or even predomi- 
nant control of the Education and 
Culture portfolio in favour of a Likud 
candidate. 

Of course, a ’’chauviniat"- 
dominated Education and Culture 
Ministry will be no more pleasing 
than a “clerical"-dominated one to 
those Israelis who see our world as 
divided between the Children of 
Light — namely, "labour" — and the 
Children of Darkness — namely, 
"the right." 

By the same token, a “secular"- 
dominated Ministry will not please 
those who see the world as divided 
between "God -fearers" (of their own 
species) and all the others. Though 
they would probably prefer that to 
one dominated by “pretenders" or 
“traitors" (NRP -type Orthodox 
Jews). 

Under the circumstances, 
however, most of the nation would 
welcome a Likud Education and 
Culture Minister aided by an NRP 
deputy. And would be pleased If they 
would carefully and wisely start 
moving our entire educational 
system in a direction that every 
Eretz Yisrael Jew can accept and 
that no one else — Jew or non-Jew — 
can object to on rational grounds. 

In general, the Orthodox parties 
now have a unique opportunity — 
one which, if they do not use wisely, 
they are not likely to have again for a 
long time — to help the nation dis- 
cover that education, the Law of 
Return, and similar matters are the 
concern of all Jews : that there are 
other Jews who can be trusted to 
deal with such "Jewish" matters In 
terms of the national tradition and 
interest; and. at the same time, that 
they, the Orthodox themselves, can 
also handle "secular" portfolios with 
devotion and efficiency. 
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MOSHE KOHN suggests that in view of the 
widespread fears of what NRP control of the 
Ministry of Education and Culture might lead to, it 
would he in the nation's — and Orthodoxy's own — 
best interest, if that post went to the Likud instead. 

Who will teach? 


REELING FROM its defeat In the 
recent elections, the Labour Party 
describes Its setback as a blow to 
those who cherish freedom, and 
depicts the Likud as a band of arch- 
reactionaries out to crush 
democracy in Israel. 

F]or Its part, the Likud crows about 
democracy having finally triumphed 
— now that the people have, at long 
last, been able to expresa themselves 
freely. 

The truth of the matter is that true, 
democracy didn’t play a role In the 
elections, for the simple reason that 
* It has never really existed In Israel. 
The citizen In the past has never had 
any say as to who represents him in 
■ his constituency, since tthere are no 
constituencies. And it is safe to say 
that he will have no contact with, or 
control over, the members of the 
next Knesset, which, like Its 
predecessors, will be a rubber stamp 
for another coalition Government. 

THE INABILITY of members of the 
Government and of the Knesset to 
grasp that they are responsible, in 
the last analysis, to the people , and 
not to a particular party, was 
brought home to me in the late ‘fif- 
ties when one of our neighbours was 
the Minister of Transport. (He is now 
deceased.) He was a member of 
Ahdut Ha'avoda, the socialist party 
to which Yigal Allon and Yisrael 
Galilee also belonged, and which 
was later to merge into the Labour 
Party. 

The Minister and I would often 
leave our homes at about the same 
time In the morning. I would climb 
into the family jalopy, while he 
would enter his enormous chauffeur- 
driven car and he whisked away to 
the Ministry of Transport. He was, 
however, very fastidious about 
wearing an open-necked shirt — the 
sign of his identification with the 
working man — and would in- 
variably have a copy of 
"L&merhav," the party's newspaper . 
(now also defunct) , under his arm to 
read en route. 

I wondered at the time whether 
he ever noticed the vast difference in 
his travel style and mine. I could 
grant that the duties of a minister 
were often so pressing that he had to 
work while travelling, and therefore 
occasionally needed a driver. But 
what I could not understand was how 
a Government' that was even then 
faced with mountainous financial 
difficulties, and that was constantly 
calling upon citizens to tighten their 
belts, could allow itself the luxury of 
providing every minister with an ex- 
pensive car, complete with a 
chauffeur. 

Nor could I see how the ‘Govern- 
ment could afford virtually un- 
limited expense accounts for its 
ministers and expect that there 
wouldn't he any resentment on the 
part of the average citizen, whose 
standard of living was considerably 
lower than that of his leaders. 

POSTSCRIPTS — 

THE APPEARANCE of the new 
IL500 bank-note seems to have caus- 
ed scarcely a ripple of emotion in the 
Israeli public. Of course, it is true 
that we have been so battered with 
excitement of late, that our geiger 
counters no longer register. 

We wonder whether Mr. Ben- 
Gurion would consider it a compli- 
ment that his portrait appears on a 
bank-note of such a high denomina- 
tion. His spirit must be sighing 
nostalgically for the good old days of 
Sejera. 

For ourselves, we have long refus- 
ed to recognize the existence of notes 
of more than ILfiO. We dislike the in- 
flationary feeling that the ILlOO notes 
gave us. The new paper money 
makes us feel even poorer and more 
Inflated. P.D.

THE MINISTER, I am sure, was 
convinced that he- was a good 
socialist. After all. his party's plat- 
form distinctly stated that it was 
pledged to "the promotion of equali- 
ty In sharing the burden of social 
responsibilities and sacrifices and 
the assurance of a decent standard 
of living for working people." Like 
most of bis peers, the minister had 
come up through the Labour ranks, 
had been a member of the Central 
Committee of, the Histadrut, 
Secretary of the Tel Aviv Labour 
Council, and so on. What further 
proof was needed of the purity of his 
ideology? 

He was not alone, of course, in his 
loudly professed attachment to the 
cause of the "working class" — 
every socialist leader since the es- 
tablish emnt of the State has done 
that. When Yitzhak Rabin assumed 
the post of Prime Minister, he told 
the nation that he was proud to have 
come from a pioneering family, and - 
that his father had worked with his 
hands. Veteran Knesset members of 
the Labour Party never tire of 
reminding reporters that 40 years 
ago they drained the swamps of 
Hodera. 

Yet, paradoxically, here in Israel 
the ones who are attempting to in- 
troduce a more “aociali^tic , ' way of 
life are the avowed anti-socialists, 
who may of course be doing so more' 
to spite the Labour Party than out of 
conviction. They are using Labour's 
Ideology against Labour. 

Socialism is presumably opposed - 
to monopoly; yet, oddly enough, the 
greatest monopolies are in the h ands - 
of the Histadrut and cooperatives af- 
filiated with it. These regularly hold 
the public to ransom by exploiting 
their monopoly status. Every 
attempt to break them up was 
beaten down contemptuously by the 
socialists, who warned of impending 
fascism If their opponents took over. 

All attempts to nationalize 
medicine — a universally professed 
socialist goal — have been 
periodically voted down. Under a 
socialist-led Government, 
speculators were growing rich over- 
night because the authorities (unlike 
those of capitalist America) would 
not tax capital gains in the stock 
market. (Some stocks have risen 700 
per c enf during the last six months.) 

Though Labour keeps stressing the 
dignity of Labour, and its affiliated 
kibbutzim and moshavim are parad- 
ed as p aragons of socialism, many of 
these settlements have grown rich 
on Arab labour, while the ldbbutz- 
nfkfl — and particularly the moshav- 
niks — have in many cases become 
work-foremen.. 

SOMEONE has cynically observed 
that Israel is Indeed a paradise. For 
here one can declare hiinself to be a 
socialist, and live like a capitalist. 
To be sure, it can be done elsewhere, 
too: the Communist states all have 
their own class of bureaucrats who, 
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while preaching the socialist idea 
live like the “dirty tycoons" whoi 
they denounce in the "paxsaWi^jr ^ «. . 
capitalist countries. 

The “new class” so aptly 
ed by Djllas in Yugoslavia (f<r 
which be was imprisoned) la t 
stranger to Israel.
